PIVB YEARS OP AN ATTORNEY 
GENERAL. 

rt j .~T~ r- i i • 

Our readers must nut nccuse us of indulging 

Id the strain of early totmiuce when we say 
that — onea upon a tiriie there was a young 
man who lived in London, whose name was 
Cary. Like many other young men, Mr. 
Cary was ambitious, and being " a favorite 
pupil of Sir Hugh McAlmont Cairns," otc, 
etc, it was natural to expect that his aspi- 
rations should stretch towards legal great- 
ness. Accordingly, when a "legal adviser of 
the Crown" was wanted for one of Her Ma- 
jesty's distant possessions, tlio " favorite pu- 
pil" was, through Lis own laudable exertions, 
installed in the dignified oflice. Many a le.'f 
ambitious rnHn than Mr. Cary would have 
•sen in this elevation the opening of perhaps 
a brilliant career, and would have used his 
natural gifts to big own and tho country's ad- 
vancement. Mr. Cary, however, underrated 
his new vocation, and overrated himself. 
Ho landed in the Colony, and with nil the 
characteristic modesty of Ctosar of old, he 
concluded that to come, and to see, was to 
conquer. lie found tlie country in a state 
of transition from tho primitive habits of In- 
dian and semi-barbarism, to those of an active 
and vigorous civilization. There was nD op- 
porlnnity to distinguish himself. In this 
ehaotio turmoil, Blackstono would bo neces- 
sarily in groat demand, and he, the lucky 
man, was the only person who had got a 
proper supply ; if we except thoso whose 
liberal provision of dark rock in their land 
purchases, might be considered as giving 
them a fair proporiion, if wo cau use the 
expression, of bind; stunt. The recently ar- 
ri»ed population was a bustling, money- 
making class, who only required to be left 
alone to afford plenty of work to the law 
courts; and the Governor, although possessing 
mora than average general ability, was a 
mars novice in lhe forms nud routine of 
constitutional administration. Everything 
favored the boy- Attorney-General. If he 
gave indications of cleverness, his youth 
would have converted them into genius ; if 
lie made blunders his juvenility would have 
palliated the mistakes. Xaver had a youug 
man a fairer future. "Tho wide, the un- 
bounded prospect lay before Lim," and it 
would be only tho grossest error or miscon- 
duct on his part if " shadows, clouds, and 
darkness should ever rest upon it." Two 
roads lay open to him — one tho straight mac- 
adamized highway that lad to honor nn l 
emolument ; the other the crooked, miry 
pathway that brought tho traveller to ruin 
aud to shame ; in a moment of infatuation or 
fatuity he chose the latter. With limited 
experience of tho world — with a total igno- 
rance of colonial life— he wrapped himself 
tip in n few antiquated English dogmas, and 
acoutad tho more expansive views of the 
experienced colonists. Insteud of being 
the protector of the property and 
dignity of the Crown, ha speculated in the 
one and dragged the other, through the im- 
mundicity ofjhis own ignoble pursuits. Tha 
Ixecutive, through his advice, or at least 
with his cooperation, became lost to every 
■snse of propriety, and made tho name of 
British subject an object of scorn and ridicule 
on the Pacific coast. The Court of law be- 
came a bear garden, and I It 3 Legislature a an 
insulting Bhaui. Everything that could 
thwart public opinion —that could ondanger 
public interests— that could excite public in 
dignalion— was donejand it matters littlo to us 
whether the Attorney General in these trans- 
actions was tho motive power or tbe instru- 
ment. Says Queen Katharine, of Wolaey — 
" ho was a man of an unbounded conceit ; 
one that by suggestion ty'd all fho kingdom ; 
simony was fair play ; bis own opinion was 
bia law; I'lhe presence lie would say un- 
truths, and be ever double both in bis words 
and raeaoing; he was never, but where ho 
meant to ruin, pililul ; his promises were, as 
he then was, mighty; but his pet formauee, 
as he it now, nothing." 

Mr. Cary has run his raoo on Vancouver 
Island, and we do not wish to bo severe on a 
fallen man, even if be tias been a public ene- 
my ; but we must bo just before we can af- 
ford to pity. It is our duty to insist on the 
auiponsion of the Attorney-General, and it 
is the Governor's duty to protect tho dignity 
of the office, tbe crodit of tbe Governmant, 
and the intorest of tbe people, by currying 
out that suspension. We need not allude to 
recent eveuts, nor to those loug past ; for 
Mr. Cary's acta at any time these fivo years, 
wonld have brought upon him, in any enlight- 
ened, civilized Government, an ignominious 
expulsion from office. His British Columbia 
apeoulations and his professional pec- 
cadilloes in no other British colony would 
have keen allowed noa single moment; but 
in this favored region there is sumc special 
immunity which protects the official— no mat- 
ter how grave the offence. Ilia Excellency 
has fallen into one serious blunder already 
by taking the advice ol the Attorney General. 
If he wishes to retuin his popularity and 
■are himsolf from future trouble, he will take 
the present opportunity of gelling rid ol that 
glfttleman. Mr. Cary bus been tbe colony's 
evil genius from the commencement ;— the 
Judas of tho disciples— the Jonah of tho 
ship ; and no honest, respectable, or intel- 
ligent Government can hope to be prosper- 
oua with so dangerous an element in its 
midst.

Lad tit* and Gentlemen*, — The descend- 
ants of every nationality are known lo 
cherish some peculiar cu-aoni ol their coun- 
try.

For some time past, rumors of a eontem 
lated outbreak by Ihe [ndinni" have lenoheil 
us. Supposing that aboriginal urievances 
would be speedily attended to ami euaily fet- 
tled by the authorities, and that perhaps the 
reports had llieir origin in the main from the 
overwrought lears of settlers living in what 
might he called Indian Territory, hut little 
attention has been paid to them. But from 
a telegram in the Oltl Piute, dated Denver 
City, July 18th, it seems lhat the storm that 
h is been vaguely muttering, has now brokeo 
lorlh into a ilrlioito storm. The following is 
the despatch .— A large band of Inlians at- 
tacked Bijou Ranch, 80 miles east of bore, 
killed three men and ran off tbe stock. This 
done they slole all the Overland Stage stock 
at the Junction, 100 miles east. During the 
day they visited several stations from the 
Junction to the eastward for .*)0 miles, run- 
ning oil stock. Great apprehensions are felt 
for the safety of settlers, and the overland tra- 
vel. M ote troops are needed. 

hi May last there was n regiment of Ohio 
cavalry ivith I heir headquarters at Fori 
Laramie. Five companies were at that Foit 
and two or three at l-'ort Bridger, while olheis 
were scattered along at different poiits. In 
that month, during nn engagement benveen 
our troops and the Cheyennes. some fiftuerr 
of the latter were killed, and immigrants 
were convinced nt the time lhat open war 
must soon break out. It has coinu at last. 
Three while men are known to have been 
killed already by tho Cheyennes. Many 
more victims may havo fallen beneath their 
arrows by this time. The people of Colorado 
call for more Hoops to defend the Overland 
elaye road from the savages, but nothing can 
be done from this side. Gen. McDowell's 
Department only extends to tho Rocky 
Mountains — not beyond. Military assistance 
must come from the other side. Meantime, 
how will it fate wilh the Overland singes ! 
It seems to us that mounted escorts should 
accompany them through tho Cheyenne coun- 
try. The mails must bo protected, and 
valuable lives should not be suffered to full a 
prey to savages Should tho outbreak extend 
from tho tribes of Cheyennes to those o( ihe 
Shosbones and the 1'iutes it would be seiious 
indeed— and there is no little danger of the 
rebellious contagion thus spreading. We 
Wo trust, then, that proper military precau- 
tions wili be taken hy the authorities to pre- 
vent any such demonstrations on this side at 
least oi thu llocky Mountains.

REGULATIONS TO P.liVENr PI- 
RATICAL, SEIZURES OF OCEAN 
STEAMERS. 

(Flora the "S. V. Bulletin.") 
Warned by a recent occurrence on the At- 
lantic side, Cen. McDowell has issued the 
following timoly order, which fully explains 
ils own object : 

Hbadqtjaktbxs, t 
DjsrARTiiKsr op the Pacific, 
San Futucisoo, July 19, 1864. ) 
General Orders, Vo. 3f>. 
There being probable dsngor of nn at- 
tempt to take possession of Btoamers on this 
coast by men introducing themselvos as pas- 
sengers and then ripiDg on Iho officers and 
crew, tho following regulalions will be en- 
forced : 

1st. Kvcry psrson coming as a passenger 
on board of American merchant steameis 
plying coastwise botween American ports, 
or between an American port and a foreign 
purl, er 011 an American vo.isul leaving an 
American port to ply between foreign ports, 
will be required to deliver any and every 
weapon in their possession lo the officer of 
tho ship who mty be designated fur the ptir- 
pjte by the master, owners, or agents there- 
of. This officer will efiectually secure all 
arms so received, will give receipts for them- 
and will return lliem to their respective own. 
ers when they rmit the ship at tho end of their 
voyage. 

21. That thero may bo no evasion of this 
order, it is made tha duly of Ibe masier ol 
every sloamer as above designated, to cause 
passengers to be examined by one of the 
ship's officers ss they come on board ol Hie 
vessel, or of tho lighter, boat, or lug, which 
may carry tbotn to it ; and, ut the same, to 
causa every article of bagg. go which the pas- 
senger may have in their hands, or to which 
thoy have uccesi, lo bu thoroughly searched. 
Through baggage which shall pass nt oaco 
into the possession ol the mnstor of the ship, 
and to which passengers shall have no uc- 



moncy changers, tharp enough at bargains 
but entirely without the lofty spirit lhat 
leads men to risk their lives in battle. Those 
assertions have been amply answered on 
many a bloody field, but uever with suoh ter- 
rible distinctness as in the last fights. No 
such buttles us these are fought in Euiope, 
and with any two European nrtniei face to 
(ace one or tho other would inevitably give 
way before there hud been a tithe of Ihe 
carnage lhat marked the assaults of Thurs- 
day, Friday and .Saturday last. We have 
given evidence in this war all through of tho 
possession of military power that may well 
alarm some European Governments— of a 
power suftioiorit to cope at unca wilh both 
England and Franco. — N. Y. Herald. 

The Emigration to the Pacific Slops. 
— The N. V. Tribune of Juno 29lh says: — 
Emigration across tbe plains was never so 
huge ns it is this season. The St. Louis pa- 
peis state that accounts from all the Terri- 
tories ngree in Hpeakinp; of the emigration as 
being beyond all previous report or calcula- 
tion. Al one time during tho month of May 
upward" of 100,000 people wore journeying 
westward, in nil sorts of conveyances, be- 
tween Denver City, Jtilesbnrg and the Mis- 
souri frontier. Tho steamers between this 
cily and San Francisco never did so largo a 
business. It is easy enough to accouDt for 
this " change of baso " on the psrt of so many 
of our people. A hind of g( Id is more al- 
liaclive than a land of greenbacks ; peaco is 
prulerable to war, and tho pursuits of industry 
to ihe piiistiit ol arms. Many of tho emi- 
grants are from tho unsettled regions of the 
border States, and fly to the Pacific shore to 
escape tho actual horrors of war. We fear 
that many of them are not ns loyal as Ihey 
might he, and that perhaps the iufluetico of 
these people upou Iho future destinies of 
California, and the embryo States, may lead 
lo difficulties in tho future. In any event, 
this heavy addition to the population of ihe 
mineral-bearing territories is of very greal 
significance and importance.

Terrible Disaster 
Rivkil — DuRNiN'u or 
steamer Bciksbire, running between II 
and Now York, belonging to (he Hudson 
Steamboat Company, was destroyed by lire 
on Wednesday night, 8th June, at Esop s Is- 
land, eight miles below Roundout. She wus 
on her way down lo Now Vork. The cala- 
ni i ty occurred about ten o'clock at night. — 
One statement ia that the lire originated in 
tha lamp-room, caused by the explosion of a 
lamp: another says thai tho fire paughl in 
somo bales of bay, which wcio packed in 
hugo piles mar llio bow ol tho steamer, and 
was supposed to have been caused by some 
careless person smoking a pipe or uigar in 
iho vicinity o( Iho spot, [in/mediately after 
the firo was discovered, the pilol lieaTOd the 
steamer for llio shore, anil she was run 
aground with only four foot of water at her 
how. The south wind, which % was blowing 
pretty hard nt tho time, drove the flames oft, 
ami prevented tinny of Ibe passengers Irorn 
reaching tho forward part ol the steamer. — 
".'ho scene on bjani was beyond description. 
As tlio boat neaieil Ihe beach, (he appearance 
of tho middle deck, wilh iho lire extending 
through moat of jtl lenglh, and ttio pasion- 
gets crowding lo its furthest extremity, was 
truly appalling. I ho women and children 
on board ooinpriteil about one third the pas- 
sengers.
